The great educational rally in 
the interest of securing the Texas 
Woman’s Baptist College is in 
progress at the First Baptist church 
in this city with a number of the 
brightest and most influential men 
of the Baptist denomination in 
Texas and the South in attend­ 
ance, and in full and active sym­ 
pathy with thin movement which 
is so full of promise not only for 
Bryan and Brazos county, but for 
Central and South Texas. 
As a fitting prelude to the rally, 
I Rev. (iiles Taylor, pastor of the 
' First Baptist church of Corsicana, 
preached last night, his sermon 
being especially directed towards 
the great enterprise in hand. 
His 
subject, “Seizing the Opportunity,’1 
indicates the timely character of 
his remarks based upon a text 
from John ix, 4: “ I must work the 
works of him that sent me, while 
it is day: for the night cometh 
when no man can work." 
The 
speaker enlarged upon the oppor 
tunity afforded to Bryan and made 
a forcible application of the sub­ 
ject and the text. 
The rally 
opened 
yesterday 
morning at IO o’clock with a good 
attendance in the face of frequent 
showers of rain and the exceed­ 
ingly muddy 
condition 
of the 
streets. 
There was also much en­ 
thusiasm manifested in the meet­ 
ing and the business houses of the 
city remained closed from ll to 12 
o’clock, to give those who desired 
a better opporlunity to attend. 
The meeting opened with scrip­ 
ture reading and prayer by Dr. 
Little of Galveston. 
Dr. Taylor 
of Corsicana was the first speaker 
on the program and took for his 
subject, “ How to Make a School 
Go." 
Dr. Taylor has had exper­ 
ience as a school man and was able 
to handle the subject in a thor­ 
oughly practical and helpful way. 
He made clear three requisites for 
the success of a school—a field, 
a competent corps of officers and 
teachers, and stable and substan­ 
tial friends. It is clear that Bryan 
has the territory; that the officers 
and instructors can be secured, and 
that the 
school 
sentiment, the 
friendship for 
schools, already 
exists here. 
The only remaining 
requisite is to acquire and prop­ 
erly manage the enterprise. 
Dr. B. F. Riley was the next 
speaker, and chose for his theme, 
“ The Value of Vision.” 
His ad­ 
dress was broad, comprehensive 
and scholarly, enriched by learn­ 
ing and 
travel 
at home and 
abroad. 
He pictured Bryan as the 
hub of a great territory in Central 
Texas and an ideal spot for the 
contemplated institution. 
He en­ 
larged upon the growing develop^ 
ment of the South and showed* 
that the opening of the Panama 
canal will revolutionize things in 
this country and make the South 
the richest, greatest and most pop­ 
ulous 
section of 
the common­ 
wealth. 
He reviewed the history 
of the higher education of women 
and lauded the Southland as first 
in this great achievement, as well 
as first in chivalry and deference 
to the women. 
The speech made 
a profound impression, and there 
were calls for more from Dr. Riley 
before the rally shall have closed. 
Dr. Geo. B. Butler was not down 


talked straight from the shoulder, 
declaring his unwavering faith in 
the enterprise which Bryan should 
and must have. 
He declared him­ 
self in the fight for the school with 
every drop of blood and particle 
of energy he possesses, and that 
thie movement must succeed in 
South and Central Texas. If Bryan 
passes up the opportunity, and 
Houston takes advantage of it, as 
it has been intimated she desires j 
to do, then his active and hearty 
support will be given to that city. 
The speech enthused the audience 
very much and demonstrated that 
Dr. Butler is the right man in the 
right place at the head of the 
movement. 
At the afternoon 
meeting ad­ 
dresses were made by Dr. L. T. 
Mayes and Rev. E. Ammons of 
Houston. 
Dr. Mayes’ subject was 
“ Wisdom and Salvation,” while 
that of Rev. Ammons was “As­ 
seth* and Liabilities.” 
Both ad­ 
dresses were full of sound and 
wholesome arguments for Chris­ 
tian education in general, and with j 
particular application to the enter- 
prise under consideration. 
The 
night aession 
of the rally was: 
marked by splendid addresses from I 
Dr. L. A. Little of Galveston and 
Rev. W. A. Hamlett of Dallas. 
Rev. Hamlett’s theme was ‘ Influ­ 
ence of Educated Chirstian Wo 
men. 
Dr. Little’s subject was, 
“The Heroic Element in Religious 
Enterprises.” 
The rally meetings continue to-1 
day and tonight and those who! 
attend will have a rare opportu­ 
nity for intellectual profit and the 
acquirement of valuable informa­ 
tion, as well as aid by their pres­ 
ence the great work in hand.

PALESTINE COUNCIL DELIBERATES 


Over Proposition for Street Railway and 


Light Plant. 


That proposition to grant a street 
car and electric light franchise is 
hanging up at present, while some 
careful investigations are going on. 
First, the city councilmen are seek­ 
ing information as to the prices 
paid for lights by other cities, and 
second, they want to grant a fran­ 
chise that will not prove burden­ 
some in the years'to come, and one 
that will com pel I those receiving 
same to do all they promise to do. 
The Herald is informed the capital­ 
ists seeking this 
franchise 
are 
ready to put up a forfeit of at least 
.$5,000, and will pledge themselves 
to begin work in about ninety 
days, and Have a car line in opera­ 
tion within eighteen months. * The 
Herald commends the deliberate 
way in which the councilmen are 
taking hold of the proposition, but 
would warn them that if Palestine 
secures these things she will have 
to show some liberality, as the 
town is not yet large enough to be 
too exacting, and these properties 
are necessary to town building. 
We should be as liberal as we can, 
not to impose a burden on the 
town, for there are many towns in 
the great southwest that are anx­ 
ious for these things, and those 
that show the most liberal dispo­ 
sition are going to 
get 
them. 
$250,000 to $300,000 turned loose 
here for these improvements the 
next few months would be a mate­ 
rial aid to the city, in addition to 
the great advantage of securing 
these properties, and the develop­ 
ment that would naturally follow.

II I* Relieved T hat the 
Losses of 
the Indians Are Fully Twenty, 
b a t They Took Away the 
Dead and W onnded. 


San Franclaco, June 22.—A dispatch 
to the Chronicle from Tucson say* that 
at least twelve rancher* and several 
women and children met death at the 
hand* of a band of IOO Yaqul Indiana, 
who have been raiding the country 
along the Ban Miguel river In the Urea 
district of Sonora. A party, composed 
largely of American mining men, head 
ed by Joseph 
Dewitt, has gone out 
from Poseo station to receive the un­ 
fortunates, who are in danger of being 
massacred by Indians. 
Dr. Frank J. Touissant, who has re­ 
turned from Urea, brought news of the 
trouble, which commenced last Friday. 
After several families had been m ur­ 
dered by Indians and ranchers made a 
determined stand 
at 
Buenos 
Ayre* 
ranch, where, aided by Jesus Ortondo. 
proprietor of the ranch, and his broth­ 
er, Francisco, Luis Carranza, proprie­ 
tor of an adjoining ranch, and several 
other neighbors, died from wounds re­ 
ceived In the fight. 
Dr. Toussalnt a t­ 
tended Carranza, who was brought into 
Lachumata, a m ining town, near where 
the fight took 
place. 
The 
besieged 
Mexicans took refuge In a ranch house 
»nd fought from the windows and roof. 
It is thought fully tw enty Indians were 
killed, although the num ber can only 
he estim ated , ss the savages carried 
off their dead and wounded when they 
retired. 
The nearest armed forces are sta ­ 
tioned at Dres and when Dr. Toussaint 
left Hermoslllo they had been sent to 
the scene of the outrage. Five Yaquis. 
taken Just outside of Lachumata, and 
thought to have taken part in the m as­ 
sacres, were immediately hanged.

urging a conference is clear proof we 
have no wish 
for war 
with France. 
When a nation w ants war It cannot 
ask for a conference at the same time. 
If we wanted 
war 
with 
France we 
would have 
regretted 
M. Delcosse’s 
fall, since he was the greatest obstacle 
for good relations with France. 
On 
the contrary M. Delcasse’s removal and 
Prem ier Rouvler’s 
decision 
to retain 
tlTe foreign portfolio gave great satis­ 
faction to German official circles be­ 
cause we saw in these steps a guaran­ 
tee of Improved relations.”

Ft Petersburg. June 27.—The red ti af 
of revolt baa been raised at W arsaw. 
Kovno and other places la Ruslan Po­ 
land out of sympathy with the victim* 
of th* rioting at Loda and a* far as 
these cities are concerned the situation 
almost appears tbs dignity of open re­ 
bellion. 
TR* news received in E t Petersburg 
Is m esrer on account of th* canso**hip, 
but It ta evident that th* troops are be­ 
ing resisted and a repetition of the san­ 
guinary encounters at Loda la antic­ 
ipated. The three big Socialistic par­ 
ties in Russian Poland are well organ­ 
ised and have some arms, but th* a u ­ 
thorities claim they have no rhanoe of 
success single handed. 
N either the 
Jewish Socialist*, called the Fund. nor 
the Social Democrats are se p a ra tist as 
pre what are known ae the Pollah So­ 
cialists. but they are all bitterly op­ 
posed to the existing governm ^it. The 
affair at Loda seemingly has accident­ 
ally precipitated a crisis, but the au­ 
thorities declare there Is no machinery 
for a general Insurrection behind It. 
This. 
however, 
may 
increase 
the 
slaughter In crushing the outbreak. The 
main danger lies In Its spread to So­ 
cialistic organization In other parts of 
Russia with which those in Russian 
Poland are closely allied. In the m ean­ 
time the Caucasus is aflame with an 
Insurrection on a big scale. 
The Mus­ 
sulmans are actually besieging the A r­ 
menians In some of the towns. 
Peas- 
and uprisings have also occurred 'n sev­ 
eral provinces, notably Kharoff. where 
the estates of half a dozen nobles have 
been burned and where the workmen 
resisted cossacks with arms, wounding 
several of the soldiers.

The many tourists and visitors to the Yellowstone National Park this sea­ 
son, many of whom wdll enter there en route to or from the Lewis & Clark Ex­ 
position, inasmuch as stop-opers will be allowed free of cost for that pur­ 
pose, will be housed In the largest log structure In the world—namely, “Old 
Faithful Inn,” the lobby of which is showm in the above illustration. 
This 
most unique edifice is located within a few hundred feet of the great Geyser 
bearing the same name. 
In numerous respects it Is the most rem arkable hotel 
structure ever built and la all respects is as nearly complete as time, money 
and ingenuity could make possible. 
In the entire structure there Is not a square yard of plaster, while hewn 
stone and sawed boards enter so little Into Its construction that they can hardly 
be said to form a part, yet the building affords guests the accommodations of 
the very best of city hostelries, its rooms being electric-lighted and steam - 
heated, with hot and cold w ater as accessories to nearly all its chambers. 
It was constructed at a cost of some $200,000, being built entirely of logs 
and roofed with cedar “shakes” instead of shingles, and possesses a length of 
380 feet, with a veranda 210 feet long and 28 feet wide; while its porte cochere, 
under which guests are received from every country In the world, is 110 feet 
long. 
Its front door is provided with a “latch-strlng,” which Is always out, the 
lock and key to which are exceedingly quaint and weigh 25 pounds, the key 
being fifteen inches long. 
From a large platform on the top of the building a most magnificent view 
1s obtainable, and a t night a powerful searchlight Is in operation from it and 
throws Its beams upon the Geysers as they play, the effect being marvelously 
beautiful—the Geysers taking on a splendor even greaser than that of the day. 
In the construction the work was slow and tedious, It being necessary to 
search hundreds of miles of forest to secure the desired gnarled and twisted 
branches and trunks of trees to meet the preconceived requirem ents of Its 
makeup. The balustrades of the stalr-cases are of gnarled branches, the newels 
and pillars of tw isted trunks: logs everywhere—the oddest and moat fantastic 
having been most prominently used In the Intricate scheme of interior decora­ 
tion. 
Owing to special arrangem ents made effective by the Fort W orth & Denver
